2o Ail prisoners are forced to do hard labor on the various projects which 
occupy the time of the prisoners*, 

Jo These projects are initiated by sxi official of a village or town who 

sends his application for workers to the Directorate of Riimanian Prisons 
within the Ministxy of Interior He requests the appropriate nimiber of 
workers the project will need^ and if the application is approved « the 
workers are dispatched to the projects The town or village^ upon "the 
arrival of the prisoners^ houses the workers la a temporary prison or 
concentration ca.mp. until the completion of the projects The workers 
are then returned to the main concentration camps® 
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
